Americans probably won’t be see- 
ing a huge ticker-tape parade any- 
time soon for troops returning from 
Iraq, and it’s not clear if veterans 
of the nine-year campaign will 
ever enjoy the grand, flag-wav- 
ing, red-white-and-blue homecom- 
ing that the nation’s fighting men 
and women received after World 
War II and the Gulf War.

Starting in 2012, the government 
will charge a new fee to your 
health insurance plan for research 
to find out which drugs, medical 
procedures, tests and treatments 
work best. 

The goal of the research, part 
of a little-known provision of Pres- 
ident Obama’s health care law, is 
to answer such basic questions as 
whether that new prescription drug 
advertised on TV really works bet- 
ter than an old generic. 

But in the politically charged 
environment surrounding health 
care, the idea of medical effective- 
ness research is eyed with suspi- 
cion.

The Patient-Centered Outcomes

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Nebraska Sen. Nelson 
Won’t Seek Re-election 


Washington 

Sen. Ben Nelson, D-Neb., announced 
Tuesday he will not seek re-election, 
leaving his seat as a strong pick- 
up opportunity for the GOP in the 
2012 election. 

Nelson, 70, said in an online 
video that he wants to spend more 
time with his family and look for 
other ways to serve. “Therefore, I 
am announcing today that I will not 
seek re-election,” he said. “Simply 
put: It is time to move on.” 

The national Democratic Party 
had spent more than $1 million in 
advertising this year driving up 
Nelson’s personal approval rat- 
ing, perhaps in hopes of convinc- 
ing him that he could win in a dark 
red state.

Syria Churns as Monitors Arrive 


Bloodshed continues 
as protesters fill city 
after tanks fall back 

Beirut 

Tens of thousands of defiant Syri- 
an protesters thronged the streets 
of Homs on Tuesday, calling for 
the execution of President Bashar 
Assad shortly after his army pulled 
its tanks back and allowed Arab 
League monitors in for the first 
time to the city at the heart of the 
anti-government uprising. 

The pullback was the first sign 
the regime was complying with 
the League’s plan to end the nine- 
month crackdown on dissent. 

Yet amateur video released by 


activists showed forces firing on 
protesters even while monitors 
were inside the city. Syrian tanks 
had been heavily shelling Homs for 
days, residents and activists said, 
killing dozens even after Assad 
signed on to the Arab League plan, 
which demands the government 
remove its forces from city streets, 
start talks with opposition leaders 
and allow rights workers and jour- 
nalists into the country. 

About 60 monitors arrived in 
Syria on Monday, the first foreign 
observers Sjn'ia has allowed in since 
March, when the uprising against 
Assad’s rule began. 

But a few hours before the arriv- 
al of the monitors, who began work 
Tuesday to ensure Syria complies 
with the League’s plan, the army

The ban came in response to a 
lawsuit filed by Samira Ibrahim, 
25, one of seven women who said 
they were subjected to humiliat- 
ing virginity checks after being 
detained by the military at a sit- 
in in March. At the time, the rul- 
ing generals denied that soldiers 
had conducted such tests. 

A general was later quoted as 
saying that tests had been carried 
out to protect soldiers from accusa- 
tions of rape. Last week, the mili- 


tary announced investigations into 
the incidents. 

The generals’ management of 
the country’s transition period has 
drawn intense criticism, but the 
reports of mistreatment of women 
by the military have incensed 
Egyptians. In recent crackdowns 
on protesters, soldiers were filmed 
beating women and in at least one 
case partly stripping off a wom- 
an’s clothing. 


The court’s prohibition of the 
practice Tuesday represents a sig- 
nificant victory for women, rights 
groups and legal experts said.

A Big Pig Problem in Islamabad 



No Easy Fix 

Islamabad's wild pigs have virtually no 
predator with the exception of the occasional 
leopard or poacher. Officials have resorted 
to mass killings in the past, but dealing 
with a burgeoning pig population in an 
urban environment is difficult: Shooting 
is not an option, and poisoning has seen 
limited success. Islam considers pigs dirty and unfit for human 
consumption. Potential bodily harm to residents remains the main 
concern with the roaming boars. Adult males can grow to 200 
- pounds and are equipped with protruding tusks, (twp) 


Roaming boars pose 
a growing challenge 
for Pakistan’s capital 

Islamabad, Pakistan 

Every winter, the capital of 
Pakistan’s Islamic republic is 
overrun by what is many Muslims’ 
worst nightmare: screeching wild 
pigs. 

Motivated by hunger, the 
animals descend each night 
from nearby hills to feed on 
the garbage bins of Islamabad’s 
most exclusive addresses, 
including high-end hotels and 
the president’s residence. On 
their way to feeding grounds, 
pigs cause traffic accidents and 
send locals hurrying for cover. 
Some Islamabad residents have 
reportedly been injured or even 
killed by belligerent hogs. 

Over the years, Islamabad’s 
Capital Development Authority 
has tried to stem the flow of swine 
through trapping and poisoning. 


and up until last year it awarded 
hunting licenses. Still, the local 
porcine population has continued 
to rise. Now officials have all but 
given up trying to contain the 
intruders. 

Islamabad is crisscrossed with 
wooded ravines offering cover 
not only to wild pigs but also to 
monkeys, jackals and giant fruit 
bats. 

Known to most Pakistanis 
simply as pigs but to scientists as 
Eurasian wild boars, the animals 


are natural residents of Pakistan’s 
plains and hills. They generally feed 
on anything from grass and roots 
to small animals, but Islamabad’s 
boars appear to prefer trash. 

Shahid Hafeez, a lecturer at 
the University of Agriculture in 
Faisalabad, found that though 
dead pigs’ stomachs contained 
plants, dead animals and mud, 
58 percent of the contents was 
garbage, including plastic bags

Turning Point 

In the early days of the Occupy 
protests, D.C. police sought to 
avoid arresting demonstrators, 
adhering to policy designed to 
insulate the city from lawsuits 
while protecting demonstra- 
tors’ right to petition the gov- 
ernment. In recentweeks. 
Occupy protesters tried to 
block people from leaving a 
conservative conference at the 
Walter E. Washington Conven- 
tion Center, broke into a vacant 
city school and staged traffic- 
snarling demonstrations, and 
police have arrested nearly 100 
Occupy protesters over the past 
month, including 62 people at 
a K Street sit-in Dec. 7, shown. 


Activists Test Gray 


The mayor’s past 
as a protester has 
him conflicted 
over Occupy D.C. 

Washington 

In a city Avhose local government 
emerged out of decades of pro- 
test, D.C. Mayor Vincent Gray fits 
right in. 

The 69-year-old Democrat has 
walked picket lines, marched down 
Pennsylvania Avenue, organized 
mass vigils and put his body on 
the line for a cause, most recent- 
ly when he was arrested in April 
during a demonstration against 
Congress. 

Gray said his life has been 
defined by his work “on behalf of 
people who are perceived as the 
underdog,” from leading the fight 
to desegregate George Washing- 
ton University’s fraternity system 
to a four-decade career in human 
services. 

But like numerous big-city may- 


ors, Gray’s tolerance for activism 
is being tested by protesters affil- 
iated with the Occupy Wall Street 
movement, which shows little sign 
of retreating in the District. 

Gray is generally supportive of 
the cause, but he says he is bewil- 
dered by how the movement has 
ended up known as much for its 
tents as for its demands. 

“What is frustrating for me, 
and I think of my own causes, is, 
what is the desired outcome here?” 
Gray said. “Where are you trying 
to get to?” 


With Occupy D.C. about to enter 
its fourth month. Gray is struggling 
to balance his embrace of protest 
as a tool for social change and his 
obligation to run a city where dem- 
onstrations present a near-daily 
challenge to local officials. 

“You don’t want to be a hypo- 
crite,” said Gray, a fierce partisan 
who last year used a derogatory 
pun to refer to tea party members 
and who was initially intrigued 
by Occupy’s young, liberal pro- 
testers. 

The mayor’s evolving view of 


the Occupy camps in Freedom 
Plaza and McPherson Square offer 
a window into not only his leader- 
ship style and political upbring- 
ing, but also the challenges pro- 
testers face in winning converts to 
their campaign to reduce income 
inequality and the influence of 
corporations. 

Gray’s struggle puts him in 
the company of activist mayors in 
Los Angeles, Atlanta, Richmond 
and Oakland, Calif, who in many 
cases got their start in politics after 
championing a cause, only to find 


themselves pitted against a new 
generation of political anger. 

With both Occupy D.C. camps 
on National Park Service property. 
Gray doesn’t face the same stress as 
some of his counterparts in decid- 
ing whether to order police to dis- 
lodge the encampments. 

But D.C. police must monitor 
the sites and track protest march- 
es, responsibilities that Gray said 
are straining some city resources 
and piling up police overtime. 

For now. Gray remains conflict- 
ed. “We want to support the move- 
ment, but we are not going to tol- 
erate breaking of the law,” said 
Gray, who said he cannot quite 
define acceptable civil disobedi- 
ence but thinks Occupy protest- 
ers have gone too far. tim craig (the

Victor Robinson had been missing 
one of his most treasured posses- 
sions during his months in a D.C. 
hospital: a silver Superman ring, 
a nod to the nickname his friends 
had given him. 

One recent morning, his moth- 
er passed the ring to him as he 
sat in his wheelchair and stared 
at a pair of parallel bars at Unit- 
ed Medical Center in Southeast 
Washington. 

“Good job, Victor,” physical 
therapist Kevin Colvin said. “Now 
do 20 lifts to strengthen that hip 
and thigh.” 

Four months ago, a Metro train 


struck Robinson, 42, after he had 
an epileptic seizure and fell onto 
the track bed at the Friendship 
Heights station. 

Robinson is one of 13 passen- 
gers struck this year by Metro 


trains, according to the transit 
authority. In such cases, Metro 
often reports that the person was 
on the tracks intentionally. Robin- 
son, however, was just waiting on 
the platform. 


At the start of his physical ther- 
apy, Robinson had a bit of an atti- 
tude. He didn’t want to do exercis- 
es, a reaction typical sometimes 
of patients who have lost limbs or 
been in a tragic accident. 

But as he started to see progress, 
Robinson became more upbeat, out- 
going and like the Victor his fami- 
ly and friends had known. 

In October, Robinson left the 
hospital for a day to attend Qual- 
ity Trust’s annual meeting. He 
received a standing ovation when 
he entered the ballroom at Gallau- 
det University. 

“I’m back on track,” he told 
well-wishers. 

He also plans to keep using Met- 
ro’s trains to get around town. 

“I’m not upset about losing 
my foot,” he said. “I’m happy I’m 
getting a new one.” dana hedgpeth

‘Jewish Hipsters’ Find New Home 


H Street corridor bar 
Star and Shamrock 
captures Hebrew cool 


Washington 

Jason Feldman’s Star and Sham- 
rock, a Jewish-Irish tavern in 
Washington’s H Street corridor, 
has to be the only bar in the Dis- 
trict where battery-operated meno- 
rahs are on each table, fried mat- 
zoh balls are served with He’Brew 
drafts and Hanukkah has been pro- 
claimed hip. 

“My hubby would be proud,” 
said Feldman, using the Yiddish 
word for grandmother. 


On the first night of the eight- 
day Jewish holiday of Hanuk- 
kah, Feldman, 37, was wearing 
a backward Mets cap and eating 
a hot pastrami on rye at a carved 
wooden bar. 

Feldman is the grandson of 
Holocaust survivors, “but I was 
born in Brooklyn, raised in Jersey 
and my father is now in Boca,” he 
laughs. He moved to Washington 
in 1999 and worked as a bartend- 
er for several years. 

With the opening of his own 
bar, Feldman has become Wash- 
ington’s best-known Heebster — a 
contraction of Hebrew hipster. It’s 
a term that was probably coined 
in Heeb magazine, a subversive

online publication aimed at young 
urban Jews. “Heeb” is an ethnic slur 
the magazine’s founders hope to 
reclaim in much the same way the 
word “queer” has been reclaimed 
by some gays. 

The new D.C.-based website 
Gather the Jews, taking its name 
from the Book of Esther, is also 
bringing young Jewish profession- 
als together. 

“The young Jewish scene here 
has seen a real rebirth. It’s real- 
ly robust,” says Jed Ross, 31, of 
Georgetown. “There’s so much 
more going on now around 
Washington for the nonreli- 
gious Jewish hipster.” emily wax

Men’s Hoyas Hoops 

At the start of the season, no one 
knew what to expect from this year’s 
young Hoyas team. Now, as No. 
12 Georgetown (10-1) begins con- 
ference play with a game against 
Louisville on Wednesday, everyone 
expects the team to just keep doing 
what it’s been doing: winning. 

“I think everyone knows what’s 
expected of them,” coach John 
Thompson III said, alluding to 
the Big East battles ahead. “They 
know they have to perform and 
everyone is comfortable. We have 
a group right now I think that real- 
ly believes in what we’re doing 
and how we’re doing it and that’s 
a good thing.” 

For a team with so many young 
players, the Hoyas have shown a 
surprising consistency no matter 


who is on the floor — something 
they hope to take into conference 
play. Thompson is proud there 
haven’t been “big ebbs and flows” 
during the team’s games. 

Senior Jason Clark has done 
his part to inspire the team’s 
young players, scoring his 1,000th 
career point in Georgetown’s 
game against lUPUI on Nov. 28. 
Making splashes of their own are 
junior Hollis Thompson (averag- 
ing 14.9 points, 6.1 rebounds per 
game) and senior Henry Sims (12.5 
points, 5.5 rebounds per game). 
But Georgetown’s veterans are 
not the only ones making a mark 
for the Hoyas. 

The freshmen have played a lot 
of minutes, especially in games in 
which Georgetown was ahead by 


more than 20 points. (Georgetown 
ended six of 11 games with a plus- 
20 margin.) Mikael Hopkins and 
Jabril Trawick have gotten decent 
playing time, but the star fresh- 
men have been Otto Porter and 
Greg Whittington. Porter is aver- 
aging 26.8 minutes (more than 
starters Sims and Markel Starks) 
in 11 games, and he is second on 
the team in rebounds. 

Thompson said from the begin- 
ning of the season that the fresh- 
men would get reps simply because 
they would have to. They’ll be even 
more necessary in conference play, 
and seeing the team’s production 
level remain steady once the fresh- 
man hit the floor has been encour- 
aging. “There is very little drop- 
off,” Thompson said. 


The coach has resisted calling 
timeouts during games in order 
to allow his floor generals to call 
orders — “Who’s going to step up, 
who’s going to talk, who’s going to 
try and make adjustments on their 
own?” Thompson says — because 
that experience making in-game 
adjustments will come in handy 
during Big East play. Clark said his 
teammates push each other at prac- 
tice, and that, too, has led to better 
communication during games. 

“Nobody on this team is afraid; 
the young guys go at the older 
guys,” the senior said. “The older 
guys go back to the young guys. 
I don’t think anybody is afraid 
of anybody. When we step off 
that court, we’re still a team.”

For Brees, Record 
Is All About Team 


Saints’ QB credits his 
squad after setting 
NFL passing mark 

Pro Football 

After Drew Brees broke an NFL 
passing record that stood for near- 
ly three decades, his teammates 
called on him to make a speech in 
the Saints’ locker room. 

“This record isn’t about one 
person. There might be just one 
name that goes in ledger under 
the record, but it’s really about 
the team,” Brees told his team- 
mates. “I want everyone to feel a 
huge part of this, that this record 
would not have been possible with- 
out them.” 

Brees set the NFL mark for 
yards passing in a season, break- 
ing a record Dan Marino held for 
27 years, and New Orleans wrapped 
up the NFC South title with a 45-16 
victory over the Atlanta Falcons on 
Monday night. 


Brees nearly topped Marino 
three years ago, finishing with 
5,069 yards passing. But that pur- 
suit rang a littie hollow because the 
Saints were 8-8. 

This time, Brees’ prolific pass- 
ing has led New Orleans (12-3) to 
the playoffs and a legitimate shot 
at the Super Bowl. 

“We all want this [record] very 
badly,” Brees began, “but it’s all 
about winning and we know if we 
just focus on that, all that other 
stuff will take care of itself.” 

Brees threw for 307 yards and 
four touchdowns, the last a 9-yard 
strike to Darren Sproles that set the 
record with 2:51 to go. 

It was Brees’ final pass of the 
game and it gave him 5,087 yards 
passing — with one game left. 
Marino finished with 5,084 yards 
for the Miami Dolphins in 1984. 

Minutes after Brees broke the 
record, Marino offered congrat- 
ulations on Twitter. “Great job 
by such a special player,” Mari- 
no wrote. (AP)

FX's ‘American Horror 
Story' is an original

Producing and sustaining a hor- 
ror show for the American televi- 
sion audience is not a mission for 
the squeamish. 

Over television’s 60-some years, 
very few continuing horror series 
have truly taken hold in this coun- 
try. “Dark Shadows” survived five 
years in the 1960s by blending 
camp and soap opera. Joss Whe- 


don succeeded by making “Buffy 
the Vampire Slayer” into a “Beverly 
Hills, 90210” of the undead. “True 
Blood” pins its allure on sex. 

Then there’s “American Horror 
Story,” the brainchild of “Glee” cre- 
ators Ryan Murphy and Brad Fal- 
chuk, which finished its addictively 
off-kilter first season last week on 
FX. Against every single odd, this 
haunted-Holl 3 rwood saga managed 
to take all the horror cliches in the 
book and spin a thought-provoking 
stew of compelling originality. 

The show’s first season docu- 
mented the travails of the Harmon 
family in a 1908 mansion known as 
the “Murder House” for all the bad

Pretty much everything you’ve 
seen in every horror show rears its 
head here. There’s the child’s ball 
that rolls into the scene, the blank- 
eyed twins from beyond the grave, 
and the magnificently undulating 
Steadicam work. 

Yet, “American Horror Story” 
works brilliantly. Here, the living 
seem kind of dull but there’s major 
character development among the 
dead. The house that belonged to 
Ben and Vivien Harmon and their 
daughter Violet (Dylan McDermott, 
Connie Britton and Taissa Farmi- 
ga) is not a single-family dwelling. 
It is occupied by the people who 
have lived there — and died there 
— over the decades. 

Ultimately, “American Horror 
Story” is a fresh take on the tale of 
the immigrant experience. Death 
is the undiscovered country of 
destination, the place where peo- 
ple must build their world anew. It 
took the entire first season, but this 
much about the show has become 
clear: Dying is a starting point for 
exploring the human condition.

“We’re in the studio, at least me, 
for years at a time trying to work 
on music, tweaking it, trying to 
get the sound right.” 

But some people may 


have a reason for not buying Beats 
by Dre. The cheapest set costs $100; 
the most expensive pair is $500. 

“You go out and spend three, 
four hundred dollars on an iPod, 
and then you go put your ear- 
phones in and your iPod sounds 
like crap,” said Jimmy lovine, chair- 
man of Interscope, A&M and Geffen 
Records and co-launcher of Beats 


Noel Lee took it a step further: 
“Most people have never heard 
what their iPod sounds like.” 

50 Cent says the celebrity 
attachment to headphones helps 
give the product an identity. 

“The generic public is respond- 
ing to products associated with 
living people. When you say Bose 
or Sony, I think of buildings. It’s a 
corporation, it’s not a person asso- 
ciated with it that has respect 
within hip-hop culture 
or pop culture,” he said.
